S.O. 512(E).—The Central Government, having considered in consultation with the Forward Markets Commission, 
the application for renewal of recognition, made under Section 5 of the Forward Contract (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952), 
by the Bullion and Agricultural Produce Exchange Ltd., Agra and being satisfied that it would be in the interest of trade and 
also in the public interest so to do, hereby grants, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 6 of the said Act, recognition 
to the said Exchange for a further period ending the 31st March, 1999, in respect of forward contracts in gur. 

2 The recognition hereby granted is subject to the condition that the said Exchange shall comply with the following 

and such directions as may, from time to time, be given by the Forward Markets Commission. 

(a) Improve the volume of trading to bring it to at least the level which was prevailing in 1994-95. 

(b) Increase the number of active trading members. 

(c) Improve the security if the contracts traded in the Exchange by suitable increase in the rates of margin and 
security deposits. 

(d) Improve the financial position of the Exchange by increase in the annual subscription, transaction fee, etc. 

(e) Provide a proper trading ring for trading in the Exchange. 

(f) Acquire and install infrastructure facilities (computer along with software) for immediate reporting of 
transactions entered into and their simultaneous processing so that by the time trade is over at the end of the day, 
the clearing statement, open position of operators, margins payable etc. by various members are known and the 
amount can be received or paid by the Exchange by the time trading commences on the next day. 

(g) Strengthen the management and administration of Exchange to be able to effectively monitor and regulate 
the functioning of the Exchange. 

(h) Ensure that trading is carried out strictly in terms of approved bye-law as well as the Forward Contracts 
(Regulation) Act, 1952 and the Forward Contracts (Regulations) Rules, 1954.
